F. von Hertling, the former Imperial 
German Chanoelh)r, died Saturday 
night at Ruhpeldingr Bavaria. He had 
been 111 for six dajrs. 

Count von Hertling was considered 
the most learned man of all the men 
called to the Chancellorship of Qer- 
manysltteol871. He bad won tbr him- 
self a seholar'a reputation before he 
entered poHtleal life, and up to 1920, 
when hk became Bavaria's Minister-

al and literary work witk, hU political 
activities.
